Y DEAR PEOPLE: 
M To-day I am a thousand weeks old, and I beg your indulgence 
while I say a few words about it. I shall not prose to a tedious length 
in garrulous reminiscence, nor tell you tall stories of the doings of my 
youth. Those common infirmities of age have not yet taken me; 
for, though I am full of years, I am not old. To say truth, all 
the thousand weeks weigh less heavily upon me than did my 
first two or three. 
But this is not boasting, as so many aged persons do, 

that I was never sick a day in my life. In my first days I 

was little else but sick. I was born on the 7th day of March, 

1877, in a dingy old brick building on North William Street. 

My birth-place was afterwards shoved aside by the head of 

the Brooklyn Bridge. It was a bleak day, with but little 

cheer for so puny a weakling as I, and even those who 
brought me into the world were none too sure that I was 
really alive. The journalistic grandmothers of the neigh- 
borhood looked me over critically and with unhesitating cer- 
tainty shook their heads to my living. None of my kind, 
with the most careful nursing, had ever survived the teething 
period, and the list of those that had suffered early interment was 
appallingly long. 

Besides, I could not have the best of nursing. Owing to circum- 
stances over which my sponsors came very nearly having no control what- 
ever, I had to make my own way from the beginning. But they thought 
well of me and made many sacrifices to keep the 
breath in me, and I did what I could to grow 
hardy. Each week that I survived I wished my- 
self many happy returns of the day — in- 
stead of the many unhappy returns I got 
from the newsdealers. My first year may 
be said to have been a series of fifty-two 
farewell appearances, using the word in its 
Adelina Patti sense, inasmuch as any of 
them might easily have been my last. It 
was so confoundedly hard to make the public 
understand that I had any good reason for liv- 
ing. Finally they did understand it, and I Z 
ceased to be rated as a perishable commodity. 

Though I walked in the valley of the 
shadow of debt, I endured to mock tradition 
and to make false the words of the prophets. Seven thousand days have 
I lived, and I’m doing better than could ever have been expected under 
the circumstances. 

Here’s long life to me, and new power to breed the humor that makes 
us all kin! 

Having done salutation to myself, let me ask: are you sure you give 
me the high place I merit as a historian of my time? 
Think about it a minute. Few of the world’s serious 
historians have escaped the charge of bias or par- 
tiality; which is natural enough, since every 
man, be he historian or truck-driver, puts on 
the colored spectacles of prejudice now and 
then, if, indeed, he does not wear them 
all the time. Fut a comic paper is con- 
stantly and relentlessly impartial. It 
truckles to no despot, worships no hero, 
and colors no truth for Church or State. 

It seeks nothing but Truth, because all 
fun must be built thereon. 

It is greatly to be regretted that I was 
not ready to begin my work say in the 
30th century B. C., or whenever human 
beings first began to be sociable, for a 
record of the jokes they laughed at 
would have been invaluable. You may 
be sure, for instance, that my early vol- 
umes would give.a truer picture of Egyptian ways than Herodotus does, 
and that all the way down the ages I would have preserved a reliable 
panorama of events. 

It is futile, however, to bemoan my late start; and for those dark 
times prior to March, 1877, the student must be content with the weighty 
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tomes of serious-minded scribes. Of the time since then my thirty-eight 
volumes are cathode rays that search it through and through, and reveal 
its bone-structure of important events and important men. They show 
how we lived, what we talked about and what we wore; what we laughed 
about and what we took in earnest. 

Never were twenty years in the world’s history 
fuller of life and growth, and yet the first 
was wonderfully like the last. 

For instance, note the familiar aspect 
of affairs in Europe. The Turk was cut- 
ting up about as he has been during the 
last year—and Russia was trouncing 
him for it, in the cause of religion 
and real estate. England was talk- 
ing war, as usual. It was Bulgarian 
wrongs that year. 

Now come home and see what was 
happening. In Congress the Silver- 
ites were hammering away at a law 
to make the Government coin their 

metal into money. This is n’t so discouraging as it might seem, however, 
for the Silverites won a victory in 1878, while they give every promise of 
failing dismally in 1896. 

Here in New York you ’d never guess what was going on: a row be- 
tween Liquor and Law; — just the same old fight growing out of the fact 
that the political Boss and the meddlesome fanatic unite to pass laws that 
inevitably produce blackmail and all manner of corruption. Along about 
that time they evolved a law that music and beer should not be enjoyed 
together. Music did n’t do very well while the law lasted. Now they have 
divorced beer and free lunch, and the political Boss will have many fat- 
salaried officials under him to see that the law is duly ‘‘ respected.”  Stilk 
it is not altogether discouraging that quite the worst liquor 
law we have ever had should come at this late day. It 
may mean that the politicians and the people are on 
their way to an understanding of each other. We 
shall continue to shuttle back and forth between 
the two parties until they both learn that Personal 
Liberty is a stout shield that will always shiver the 
best lances of any party. 

_We had a conventional Reform movement 
here in my second year, — Better Element in- 
terested — speeches denouncing Tammany — 
miles of editorials demanding to know how much 
longer the people intended to wallow in the de- 
grading filth of ring rule. And, sure enough, Tammany was beaten. And 
we had Reform. That is, we had it for a few weeks. Then it fell among 
thieves. And only Tammany Samaritans happened that way. Sounds fa- 
miliar, does n’t it?—like a tale of yesterday or to-day. 

And yet I do not despair of one day inciting the 

good people of New York City to revolt against 

the alien plunderers at Albany and her own 
despoilers here at home. 

Some things are decidedly better now. 
In my fourth week I notice an angered 

Justice clutching a figure labeled «“ Brig- 

ham Young,” and bidding him to trem- 

ble. The Mormon was actually slaying 
the Gentile out in Utah. But he is so 
well-behaved now that I dislike to bring 
the matter up. 

There were strikes and violent out- 
ZL breaks by the laboring man; but in 
twenty years he has learned much about 
his power and rights and opportunities, 
and he is not now so quick to be foolish. 
Political corruption in 1877 was about 
all that the most avaricious politician 
could wish. The Bosses made door-mats of the people’s rights. Civil 
Service Reform was a joke. The Southern states were a lot of captive 

provinces. Rascality in office was the modish thing. 

To-day our standards are vastly higher. The people are learning 
that they are individually responsible for their government, and that its 
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PUCK. 


good management depends upon their watchfulness. Civil Service Reform 
is the crowning achievement of the time. The Civil War is no longer a 
live issue, except with a Congressman named Boutelle, and Andrew Jack- 
son Tolliver, a half-witted negro of Fairfax Court House, Virginia, who 
thinks the Yanks are marching on his town. 

Two of the many wrongs | have persistently fought are the high pro- 
tective tariff and the high theatre hat, and my fight has told. Twenty 
years ago it was blasphemous to question the wisdom of Protection. To- 
day Tariff Reform can give a green bay tree points on flourishing; and 
the high-hat-in-a-theatre is coming to be a badge of ill-breeding in a 
woman. You see, I have shot both big and little follies as they flew.

was at the Centennial last year.’’ Chi- 
cago had barely quenched the last em- 
bers of her great fire. No one had 
thought of a World’s Fair. 

‘«*Around the world in eighty days” 
was reckoned to be possible, but im- 
practicable outside of the romance of 
- that name. Yet, with the completion of 

the Trans-Siberian Railway, which is 

near at hand, the tourist who is in a 

hurry can make the trip in half that time. 

Croquet was a fad and roller-skating was to 
become one. Tennis had scarcely been heard of. 

A bicycle had been exhibited for the first time at the Centennial. It 
was the old high wheel, of course, and was a great novelty. There must 
have been as many as fifty of them ridden the following year, but woe to 
the man who ventured into the country on one. The dogs were put to 
bite him, and stones were cast at him by the scandalized natives. 

No woman had ever ridden one, of course, unless it was on the va- 
riety stage. 

The only woman who had ever worn bloomers was Dr. Mary Walker. 

There were a few amateur photographers in the country, but they 
were held to be dangerous cranks. 

Susan B. Anthony was getting on in 
years; Lydia Pinkham was a gay young girl 
in her first year at boarding-school; and 
Anthony Comstock had just entered upon 
his long and brilliant career as a_ public 
nuisance. I find his protest against un- 
dressed beef recorded in an early number. 

In my third number is word that ‘the 
telephone will be tested in Steinway Hall 
next Monday night,” and there is a page 
cartoon hinting at some of its possibilities. 
Just note that I took up this invention 
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promptly, and that to-day it is in common use in many of our large 

cities. 

The words type-writer and cable-car and elevated 
oe ~~ were getting to be familiar and suggestive of 
i something. But a woman without a bustle 
would have been shamefully undressed. 

The following words would have meant 
little or nothing to us: kodak, kineto- 
scope, boodle, horseless-carriage, elec- 

tric light, new woman, preblem-play, 
Salvation Army, gold-cure, Trilby, 
Mugwump, microbe, Populist, sensa- 
tional journalism, puff-sleeves, trol- 
ley, golf, pneumatic tire, Napoleon 
revival and cathode ray; and yet 
they form an illuminating epitome of 
the period in question. 

The century which we shall close 
£2" four years hence will have been fuller 
of hustle and real achievement than 
all the years since Plato’s time; and 
of this century my twenty years have not been the least eventful. 

From the first to the last I have tried 
faithfully to do the work I was sent to 
do, —to probe shams, score shammers 
and puncture pretentious windbags. 
In doing this I hope I have made 
the value-of honesty and sincerity 
more apparent to our public men. 

I have often been severe, but the 

American people have learned that 

while ridicule may try and test, it 

never yet killed a cause that had 

a healthy vitality of its own, and 

it often stimulates and purifies. 

I have tried to keep my wits about 
me, and my business manager affirms 
that a large number of you have found the world a more attractive 

place by reason of my being. I have coaxed light out 
of darkness, put care to flight and dullness to the 
stone. In short, I have kept you in good humor, 
which was no small thing to do. 
And I have even kept some of my contempo- 
raries in good humor. 

And now, as I fare on to the end of another 

thousand weeks, I give greeting to my old 
friends and new, and I promise them this: 
that I shall continue to show the wit of 
youth, the wisdom of age and the infirmities 
of neither.

to know the day of new green leaves and swell- 
ing buds. Earth’s fruitage quickens for its new 
birth; the soft air sings love-songs to the rhythm of our heart-beats; and 
the blossoms make a pink mist in the trees. Also, the tender-hued shirt- 
waist gladdens our eyes, the russet shoe gleams yellow on the pave, and 
ice has gone up. But a few days more and we shall be in the thick of a 
hot Summer and a hotter political campaign. Wherefore let us take 
thought how we may suffer least from the rigors of either, and yet show 
such decent interest in the goings-on as becomes patriotic citizens of the 
best government on earth. To this end nothing isso essential as the habit 
of thinking. Too few of you have it, and too many of you suffer 
grievously from its lack every fourth year. Keep this in mind, then: this 
campaign is going to be about as other campaigns have been, and the 
nation will not fall, even though your party should fail to seat its candidate. 
Stay away from the campaign orator if you can; and, if you can’t, then try 
to disbelieve all he says. You’ll do justice to more lies than you ’ll do 
hurt to truths. The other party is not plotting the ruin of the nation, nor 
is its candidate a hireling of the Bank of England or the Roman Catholic 
Church. Each party will claim victory down to the last hour, and, which- 
ever one really wins, the enthusiasm on election-night in front of the 
transparencies will be just as turbulent and bronchial. And the next day 
the papers that print exulting roosters for headlines will solemnly make it 
known that the... .. party has at last received its death-blow, and that 
the country is well rid of this long-standing menace to its welfare. That 
will be the way of it all. Don’t let any one make you believe that the 
fate of the nation is hanging in the balance, and that only your party can 
save it. Even if the other party does win it won’t wreck the country. In fact, 
the country is n’t going to be wrecked at all. So you might just as well 
take matters coolly. Learn to look upon your political opponents as human 
beings and your fellows, and stop calling them scoundrels and robbers 
and traitors and copperheads, and such unpleasant names. It is n’t argu- 
ment and it only thaws your collar needlessly. Politics is almost as much 
a matter of faith as religion is. You have received your flash of «‘the one 
true light” and you vote with the only party of absolutely sound principles, 
but the other fellow is just as sure that he is right, and your best logic 
will not show him his error. Therefore, go far afield and let the well-paid 
politicians sweat over the drudgery of the campaign. Mount your bicycle, 
which, of course, is the best in the market, just as your political party is, 
and pedal to far country places where life is simple and joyous; where the 
brazen voice of the campaign orator never breaks the peace. Seek green 
solitudes by the side of wandering brooks, where no torch-light procession 
may come, and no editorial asserting that ‘¢even the most sanguine of our 
opponents now concede us the victory.” This course will make you a 
more reasonable being in the end; for, after awhile, you will come to see 
that there is a great deal of meaningless talk on both sides in a political 
campaign ; and it is possible, if you take this dose of peace and quiet often 
enough, that you will come, in time, to vote with reason instead of from 
prejudice. Try it this Summer, anyway, and if you cleanse your mind 
ever so little of the campaign hysteria, you will add that much to your 
value as a Citizen.

performances to shut off the stage from those behind 
them by means of hats. Pestiferous as is the theatre-hat nuisance, this 
law is a mistake. For long ages woman has lavished her best thought 
upon her hat, and admiring man has encouraged and abetted her therein. 
The result is that to-day a woman’s hat is well-nigh a part of her. She 
puts it on and takes it off with a worshipful tenderness that is little short 
of reverence; and, as is well known, a suspicion that it may not: be on 
straight causes her to suffer acute physical agony. Now opposed to this 
long period of aided growth is a few years of attempt to dwarf the theatre 
hat. It was not to be expected that so radical a reform, undeniably 
stultifying what woman holds most sacred of all material things, could be 
achieved ina day. The trouble with such laws is that they excite a spirit 
of rebellion that is a distinct hindrance to spiritual advancement. Woman 
is capable of reaching the same high plane of public behavior that man 
has reached; the day will come when she will shrink from being dis- 
courteous in public, even as man shrinks now. But example, precept and 


moral suasion are the remedies, not laws. Let us begin in our own homes 
to teach her that it is not the act of a gentlewoman to spoil the pleasure 
of others deliberately, and that she has no more right than a man to rob 
other spectators at a theatre of what they have paid for. Word comes 
from Ohio that the law there is being ignored and evaded. Probably Ohio 
women get around it by eating sandwiches in the theatre. That is the 
way we break our bad laws here in New York. At any rate let us keep 
off our own statute books a law which posterity could only read as a harsh 
reflection on the good breeding of its grandmothers. Of course there are 
vain, unreasoning women that would consciously invade the rights of others 
rather than disarrange their flaring headgear; and it is possible that some- 
time in the far-distant future a law may be necessary to reach these per- 
sistent criminals, but for a long time to come we believe gentler means 
should be used. 

P. S. — Since writing the above, we have taken pains to study a 
theatre audience with reference to its percentage of discourteous women. 
It was about all we could do, as seven large hats, arranged in front of us 
with rare strategy, shut the stage from view. As we said above, moral 
suasion is the most sensible remedy for this evil, and no law to suppress it 
should be passed for a long, long time yet, — not for five or six weeks, 
at least.

There has been a difficulty, so it is 
alleged by the chief importers of China 
and Japan teas in this country, in ob- 
taining a tea that was absolutely pure 
and free from artificial coloring. They 
petitioned Congress to impose a duty on 
all teas, as this duty was ‘necessary to 
effect an improvement in the gua/ity of 
importations.” This admission, from 
this source, is an important one to the 
tea drinkers of America. These gentle- 
men are well aware that the teas of 
Ceylon and India are pure, wholesome 
and uncolored; that they are manufac- 
tured (after picking) entirely by the most 
improved machinery, and stand as 100 
to 1, when compared with the cheap 
trash of China and Japan, which is made 
entirely’ by the hand-labor of coolies.
